ATTRACTIVE FOR MEN 


Pledge Themselves to Facili- 
tate Work and Start Work 
on Own Account, 


Winnipeg, Nev. 10.—A suggestion for 
the appointment by the government of 
a non-partisan hoard to fully investi- 


gate western farming conditions is the} 


outstanding feature of the report of 
the recent congress held in Winnipeg 
hy the dominion council of agriculture 
and representatives of the Canadian 
manufacturers 

The report issued by Secretary Mac- 
kenzle yesterday is a lengthy docn- 
ment and gives a View of conditions af- 
fecting agriculture, embracing every 
detail and points out in strong terms 
tinat western farms must be made more 
attractive in order that men can be 
persuaded te go on the land and stay 
there. 

The recommendation of the con- 
gress suggests that the investigating 
board should submit a scheme to mect 
the western needs to the approaching 
session of parliament, so that no time 
may be lost, adding a pledge that the 
farmers will give the committee hearty 
support in its efforts 

In conelusion the report says: 

“We therefore place ourselves firm- 
ly on record as of the 
these and all other matters affecting 
the agricultural interests of Canaa, 
particularly production, transportation, 
distribution, markets and finance, be 
made forthwith the subject of a 
searching. investigation by a commiitce 
or boare, to be appointed in aceord- 
ance with the best British practice by 
the federal government, with the least 
possible delay, that committee or 
board tu be comprised of non-partisan 
men of outstanding ability, broad ex- 
perience, high ideals and unquestioned 
probity, for the purpose, - 

“First, .of thoroughly  acquainting 
themselves with the needs which exist. 

“Second, of evolving and submitting 
to the government in a time for report 
to the approaching session of parili- 
ment of Canada « plan calculated to 
meet those needs. 

“Third, of putting that plan when 
approved or amende into execution, 
with power to act in matters of urgent 
necd with government approval only. 

“Anticipating favorable action here- 
in, we pledge ourselves, jointly and in- 
dividually, to facilitate the work of the 
committee or board to the best of our! 
ability, and we are empowertng and In- 
structing: Messrs. Mahare, Henderson, 
Tregitius, Sherrard and Cantley to 
strike committees for the fuller inves- 
tigation of these matters on our own 
account, these committees to report to 
a future conference of agricultural 
manufacturing, financial and trans- 
portation interests, to meet on the call 
of cur chairman, Mr. Henderson.”

GOLD RUSHLIEL 
N NORTHERN 


G.T-P, Official Points Out Fact 
That Only Lack of Rail- 
way Held it Back, 


An official of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic railway, who has Just returned to 
Montreal, states that he expects to’ sce 
a new gold rush into northern British 
Columbia this winter. 

“Fifty years ago,” he said, “miners 
in search of placer gold struggied 
through the wilderness and negotiated 
rapid rivers to reach the Omineca re- 
gion, which had been reported to be 
rich in both gold and silver. It was a 
long-and hard trek to get into that re- 
mete part of the country, for Victoria, 
BC. was then the nearest base of sup- 
plies. Prospectors took a small steam- 
er up the Fraser, Nechako and Stuart 
rivers and over mountain ranges In or- 
der to facilitate transportation of sup- 
plies and outfits, but the best route 
presented had many difficulties and 
such hard and costly work that after a 
few years the field was abandoned and 
alrrost forgotten, although recently 
some mining has been done with good 
results 

“With the 


opening of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific this region has been 
brought several hundred miles nearer 
a supply center, and interest in this 
district is reviving to such an extent 
that there is likely te be a rush of 
prospectors during the coming winter. 
They will take in their supplies from 
Vanderhoof, B.C, so that they can be- 
gin work immediately spring opens and 
thus get In a full summer's work. Min- 
ing men declare that big strikes will 
be made when the region has been 
thoroughly explored and state that 
there are rich quartz deposits es well 
as placer gold and silver. It is com- 
mon knowledge among Hudson's Bay 
men that the Indians hunting In that 
part of the country use silver nuggets 
for bullets, and also carried consider- 
able quantities of gold and silver to 
Fort Simpson and Hazelton in ex- 
chance for goods"

“The capitalization and power 


charges compared with other cities ave 
too high, and thousands of dollars haye 
been charged to the system which an 
investigation would show ought to be 
charged somewhere else. 

“Commissioner Harrison stated a 
change of officials would not help. 
Why was this statement made? Pro- 
bably to save the superintendent from 
losing his position. A practical man 
can be obtained for $2,000 per year and 
will not require an automobile to ride 
to and from office or around the sys- 
tem. It {is only recenUy that the charge 
ha sbeen made that we were not carry- 
ing the people. Before the war the 
average numbr of passengers carried 
was about double the present number 
and even then it was showing a large 
deficit. 

“If the system is to be made to pay, 
a thorough investigation should be 
made; then with a practical man in 
charge, a man who by experience 
knows how a system should be run, 
there would be no ned of discussing 
private ownership,” 

The publicity committee of the em- 
ployees has held a meeting and the fol- 
lowing letter has been handed to the 
Capital: 

“Editorial article in the Bulletin of 
November 2 states with reference to 
the street railway system, {t is beyond 
doubt that under the agreement be- 
tween the street railway men and the 
city, the management has not been f- 
ficiently in the city’s interest. What ts 
there in the agreement that is wrong? 
end wherein did the management fit 
in not being efficiently in the city’s 
Interest? There js little use in making 
statements like the above and leaving 
{t to the people to guess why; come 
right out with it; if there {s any in- 
ference to make, let us hear {t, 

“Further down we read: Mr, Harri- 
son states that the fixed charges for 
interest, sinking fund, depreciation 
amount to $985 and the operating 
charges to $1,250 per day. At the same 
time the earnings range from $1,500 to 
1800 per day, This is to say the earn- 
ings produce from $600 to $800 per day 
more than the fixed charges. Out of 
this amount wages and power must be 
paid. The puzzle to be solved is, 
how to give an adequate service over 
55 miles of street railway while pay- 
ing out only $500 to $800 per day for 
power and wages. 

“It might be pointed out that the 
present earnings are not normal on ac- 
count of the war and Insufficient ser- 
vice on some lines; how can you ex- 
pect people to ride when they have to 
waint 20 minutes for car as they do on 
Alberta avenue on Sundays? When 
the present schedule went into effect 
the superintendent called up the car 
barns and asked what was the trouble 
with the cars; that there had not been 
one along for 20 minutes. This schedule 
had been O, K.d by the superintendent 
glving a 20 minute service. This ser- 
vice might be alright from John and 
Alberta to the packing plant, but fs 
not adequate on Alberta from John 
street west to Kirkness. Also ask the 
people in the west end if they are get- 
ting adequate service, especially on 
Sundays? If anyon wants to take the 
early C.PLR. train they either have to 
procure some other conveyance or 
wark, 

“By cutting the service on poor lines 
and giving adequate service on others, 
with a proper routing of cars, a sub- 
stantial move would be made toward 
increasing revenue. Experiments such 
as have been tried and some of the 
others suggested, will only add to the 
difficulty instead of benefitting, In- 
stead of having radial and city lines 
as suggested, which might be alright in 
theory or in cities sufficiently large 
to require suburban service, give seven 
tickets for 20 cents, and no transfers 
except on stub lines, If stub lines are 
maintained. This would encourage 
short riders, and would not be exces- 
sive fare where two fares were neecs- 
sary, which with a well-planned rout- 
ing of cors would only be for long 
rides. Or if transfers are deemed nec- 
essary give six tickets for 25 cents,
